Chaos In Industry Seen If 
Growers Fail To Approve 
Marketing Proposal 


SACRAMENTO, ‘UW?—Chaotic market 
conditions in the Cailfornia grape in- 
dustry were predicted by spokesmen for 
a state prorate plan unless vineyard- 
ists in 43 counties approve a market- 
ing proposal at the polls today. 

The election is the first in this state 
on the question of a prorate program to 
provide for a crop curplus. Two-thirds 
of the growers, representing two-thirds 
of the acreage, must ratify the plan to 
put it into operation for the 1938 crop. 

The Reconstruction Finance Corpor- 
ation and California bankers have 
agreed to share a $7,000,000 price stabil- 
ization loan if the prorate is institut- 
ed. This money would be used to di- 
vert the surplus crop into by-products 
and raise prices for grapes put on the 
market. It is estimated there will be a 
700,000 ton surplus this year, largely be- 
cause of the heavy carryover from the 
1937 crop. j

“109,090 IN OPIUM IS 
ScIZED ON NORWAY 
MOTORSHIP 


PORTLAND, Ore., (lP) Customs 
guards seized opium valued at nearly 
$100,000 from the Norwegian motor- 
ship Grabville while the ship was dis-
